FOREIGN, 

Antwerp has, of course, been surliihdered, and 
the noble Chasse and his gallant band are now 
prisoners of war. The reduction of the citadel 
must ever be considered as a stigma on the fame 
of the besiegers, while it will always redound to 
the glory of the besieged. Here was seventy- 
five thousand soldiers battering at a garrison, de- 
fended by a jiandfat of men, for nearly a month, 
and after all were compelled to take it by means 
that renders vietory a disgrace. No breaches 
were mounted nor bayonets charged. The be- 
siegers secured themselves at a cowardly distance 
from a return of injury, or under the favor of 
fog and darkness mined the walls, and if any 
credit ean be awarded them but for their unman- 
liness of their conduct, it is for the fact that they 
have squandered more ammunition in the reduc- 
tion of a single town, than has served Buona- 
parte to conquer a dozen. The people of Eng- 
land are any thing but pleased with the eonduct 
oftheir government on this oceasion, ‘and the 
other three great powers seem to think that the 
coercion of France and England is but doubt.

SKETCH OF JOHN GULLY, Esq. 

We observe from our late English papers that 
this distinguished Sportsman has been returned 
member of Parliament, for Pontefract. A Lon- 
don paper thus treats on his singular fortune in 
rising from humble life to a seat in the British 
House of Commons, “ the first assemblage of 
gentlemen in Europe.” 


“ The singularity of the rise of this person from 
the very degraded condition of a “ competitor in 
prize ring” to that of a legislator in the great 
neil of the nation, excites considerable .cari- 

ity respecting the incidents of his life and his. 
tory. Mr. Gully is a native of Wick, in Glouces. 
tershire, where his father kept the Crown Inn, 
and carried on the business of a butcher, which 
trade Mr. Gully followed until he left the neigh. 
borhood. In the course of his career in “ the 
ring,” he was amongst the most scientific of our 
pugilistic champions. His first battle took place 
at Hailsham, in Sussex, in 1805, with Henry
